Unfinished Business:

A. Greg Cole Revised Plat: Signature blocks did not match what ordinance requires to have it
filed at the county. Mr. Maycock said he will sign after the meeting. VP said all was
approved by the Trustees.

B. The Timbers 2" Amended Plat of Lots 9A, 11, 12, and 13: Ken Buchanan was present to
represent The Timbers. He confirmed that the lot sizes will be larger and that they are still
under development.

C. Anderson Building Permit: The sketch plan was reviewed, and everything being in
compliance, the VC was authorized to issue the Permit.

D. Frank Steed rezoning request: The VC reported that Mr. Steed has not been in contact with
the office.

Administrator & Code Enforcer Report: VC apologized that she had neglected to recommend the
Frank Steed plat extension to the Board of Trustees, and it is on the agenda for the next Trustee
meeting.

Ginger Cantrell: Has anything—plans or plats--been submitted from Frank Steed? Mr. Maycock said
Mr. Steed had submitted a request for the existing preliminary plat, and requested a rezoning to C2-
PPD, but nothing of plans on paper other than a survey of the property as it exists. Mr. Wehr
advised Mrs. Cantrell that she will receive notification and there will be a hearing when Mr. Steed
has submitted plans.
